The month of January marks the 
annual observance of School Board 
Recognition Month—atimeto salute the 
work of school board members and 
celebrate public education. 

“The Romulus Board of Education 
certainly provides for the elements of 
this year's theme, which is ‘They're 
Counting on You: Leadership for Learn- 
ing',” said Joel R. Carr, superintendent 
of Romulus Community Schools. "Inthe 
past three years, 146 Romulus High 
School graduates have earned a total of 
$365,000 in MEAP scholarships, and 
district elementary schools have won 
$110,000 in State of Michigan Golden 
Apple awards." 

Carr also believes that the Board 
has shown strong leadership in its sup- 
port of superior educational facilities. 

"Our district has been recognized 
for its outstanding modern buildings, 
technology programs, and equipment, 
as Well as state-of-the-art athletic facili- 
ties such as our new 23,000-square- 
foot swimming complex," he stated. 


Carr pointed out that Board policies 
have led to a number of significant 
achievements, including receipt of the 
North Central Association's prestigious 
"transitions" accreditation for all district 
schools. Another success story has been 
the Board's strategic plan to increase 
student achievement through the imple- 
mentation of six district-wide initiatives 
in the areas of preschool preparation, 
schoolclimate, health, curriculum align- 
ment/assessment, technology, and par- 
ent involvement. Currently, Romulus 
Community Schools has a district-wide 
curriculum aligned with State of Michi- 
gan goals and benchmarks, and has 
earned the praise of U.S. Secretary of 
Education Rod Paige for successfully 
integrating technology into that curricu- 
lum.

program that provides working parents 
with child care as late as 8:30 p.m. on 
weekdays. 

Strong Board support has helped 
students achieve various successes at 
state-level competitions, too. Romulus 
students earned a first-division rating at 
the most recent State Band Festival, 
and captured first-place trophies at the 
State Social Studies Olympiad and the 
Girls' Track/Field State Championship 
during the 2001—2002 school year. 

“The entire Romulus community can 
be very proud of the outstanding educa- 
tional programs, facilities, and staff found 
in our school district," said Carr. “The 
Board of Education has worked care- 
fully with students, parents, teachers, 
and administrators to provide the poli- 
cies and leadership that make all these 
things happen.
